THE ANCIENT WAY OF HOLINESS. 

Mr. Epiror.—here is much said in this our day 
with regard to sanctification, holiness, or Christian per- 
fection. L do not know that there are any, professing 
experimental religion, who deny that this blessing must 
he obtained before the souican enter the kingdom of im- 
mortal glory. But the question appears to be, whether 
itis the privilege of Christians to be made perfect in love 
in this life. L was brought up, and educated by, strict- 
ly pious, Congregational parents; who taught me the 
Assembly’s Catechism when L was but a child, and 
taught tu believe that catechism as containing the faith 
af the church te which they belonged. L remember one 
fjuestion they used te ask me was, ‘* What is sanctificas 
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tion?” Fo was taughtto answer, **Sanclificalion is the 
work of God’s Spirit, whereby we are renewed, in the 
whole man, aficr the image of God,” &c. The next 
question was, ** What are the benefits which, in this life, 
do either accompany or flew from justification, adoption, 
and sanctification?’ ‘The answer was, ‘The benefits 
which, in this life, do either accompany or flow from }us- 
tification, adoption, and sanctification, are an assurance 
of God’s love, peace of conscience, joy in the Holy 
Ghost, increase of grace, and perseverance therein unto 
the end.” " have altered my opinion but little, on the 
doctrine of sanctification from what L was taught by my 
pious parents, when a child. Lthink that to be renewed 
in the whole man, after the image of God, is as high a 
degree of Christian perfection as is contended for either 
by the Bible or the Methodist church. And that this 
may be enjoyed in this life, the Congregational church 
declare, by stating the benefits whichin this life flow 
from it: for surely they never meant to teach that benefits 
could, in this life, both accompany and flow from a bles 
sing which could not be attained in this life. 

I rejoice much in the blessed benefits which I was e: 
ly taught to believe were enjoyed by those who are 
takers of sancti! fying love. The first is an assurance 
God’s love; which must exclude all uncertainty as to 
having passed from death to life, and dispel from the 
mindevery gloomy doubt. aud tormenting fear; for where 
these reign there can be noassurance. ‘The second is 
peace of conscience, which excludes all condemnation, 
and implies that the sanctified christian possesses a con 
science void of offence towards God and man, and proves

heart. ‘Phe fourth is, increase of grace, which show: 
that after the Chiistian is wholly sanctified. he may cou 





uinue to grow in grace and increase in the knowitedge ot 
God. ‘The fifth, and perseverance therein unto the end. 
This is not a perseverance in backsliding from Ged; in 
sinning and transgressing the holylaw of Ged; in doubts, 
fears, and condemnation; but perseverance in assurance 
of God’s love, in peace of couscience, in joy in the Holy 
Ghost, andin au increase ofgrace. If the Assembly of 
Divines meant to be understood, final, invincible, or un- 
conditional perseverance, then I confess they have rated 
Christian perfection higher than what 1 can subscribe to; 
but ifthey meant to hold it forth as the gespel privi- 
leve of Christians to persevere in holiness to their lives’ 
end, [ can cheerfully give my hand and my heart to 
strive to go to heaven in this ancient way of holiness.

The manner of keeping the sabbath has interested 
me much, In England and Ireland itis much better 
kept than on the continent. Every body knows what 
is done in London.

On no 
other day were the streeis of that fine capital so crewd- 
vLand se gay. A large portion of the shops, though not 
iose ofthe Protestants, were open immediately after 
divine service. Perhaps you will be curious to know 
Whether among a quarter of a million of people in the 
metropolis of a populous kingdom, and the seat of a 
celebrated university, the style of preaching be not 
something far beyond what we of the west can have a 
notion of. It was far, very far below that te which 
we were accustomed in Boston. I wandered from 
high to low, from the venerable cathedral of St. Patrick’s 
to the Denmark street chapel of the miserable Catho- 
lics, and sought outthose that were most commended; 
but L heard only two tolerable preachers. One was a 
clergyman of the establishment, simple, earnest, polish- 
ed;——the other a Wesleyan Methodist, whose audience 
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Was principally composed of poor sailors; and he poured 
forth his piety in so warm and logical an appeal to 
their unde pati widines and their consciences, and then 
setting the tune himself, he almost made mea iW esleyan 
Methodist too. But from the numerous other preachers 
whom I followed, | heard tame anu vapid perform. 
ances, words without thoughts, and form without reli-

THE SINGULAR rAT® OF MAN WHEN EEP, 

We need not have recourse to extiaoraimary events, 
to understand the almighty power and wisdom of God. 
The most common occurrences, together with the daily 
changes which are brought about in nature. are alone 
sufficient to convince us, in the most forcible manner, 
that the Being who has created the world, and who di 
recisall events, ts infinitely wise, infinitely powerful, 
and good. Of that vast number of miracles of which he 
is the author, E shall mention at present only one; and 
though it occuv every day, Itnevertheless high ily deserves 
to be remarked, and to become the object of ouradmira- 
lion. How often have we been refreshed and strength 
ened by sleep! and perhaps have never reflected on that 
state; or, at least, have not considered it as ove of the 
most remarkable eliects of Divine goodness. We think 
that nothing extraordinary happens to vs when we are 
overiaken by sweet sleep; we believe that the machine 
of our body is adapted to that situation, and that the de- 
sire we have for sleep comes from causes purely natural, 

Sleep has two appearances under which it may be con 
sidered: on the one hand there is nothing found in it that 
does not necessariiy result from our nature: and, on the 
other, there is something so striking and marvellous in 
this natural effect, that will abundantly recompense ou 
trouble in considering it more attentively, 

First, it is a proofof the wisdom of the Author of eur 
being, that we sleep imperceptibly to ourselves... Endea 
vour to spy ont the instant in which sleep comes to seize 
upon you:—that very attention will be an obstacle to ifs 
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approach; norcan you fall asleep, till the idea be com- 
pletely dissipated. Sleep comes without being called 
for: itis the only change in our mode of existence, in 
which reflection has no pari; for the more we endeavour 
to procure it, the less we succeed. ‘Thus God has order- 
ed sleep in such a manner, that it becomes to man an a- 
greeable necessity; and he has made it independent both 
ef our reason and will, Let us extend this meditation, 
and consider the wonderful state in which we are found 
during the time of sleep. We live without knowing or 
feeling it. The pulsation of the heart, the circulation of 
the blood, the digestion of the aliments, the secretion of 
the various juices; ina word, all the animal functions con- 
tinue; and are carried on in the same order. 

[n some respects, our souls seem to have suspended 
their activity; and ina little time we lose all sensation, 
and every distinct idea. ‘The senses appear dead; and 
all their accustomed operations are interrepied. ‘The 
muscles, by degrees, move more slowly, till at length all 
voluntary motion ceases. ‘This change takes place first 
in the forehead; then the muscles of the eyelids, neck, 
arms, and feet lose their activity to such a degree, that 
the man seems transformed into a plant. ‘The state of 
the brain becomes such, that it cannot transmit to the 
soul the same ideas which it does when we are awake. 
The soul discovers no object, although the optic nerve 
is unchanged, and the eyes wide open. ‘The ears are 
open, and yet they hear nothing. Ina word, the state 
of a person asleep is marvellous in every respect; and 
there is hut another state in which man can be upon 
earth which is equally remarkable; and this first is evi- 
denily its image. The state which I refer to, is that into 
which we are brought by death. Sleep and death 
nearly resembles each other; and are full of conformities 
which itmay be useful to consider. Who can well 
think of sleep, without also taking a view of death? As 
imperceptibly as we at any time fall into the arms of 
sleep, so imperceptibly shall we ene day fall into the 
arms of death. Itistrue, that death often announces 
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his coming, some hours and days beforehand; but the 

very moment in which the sleep of death Comes to seize 
: on us shall arrive suddenly; and the moment we appear 
to feel its stroke, is the last of our existence here. 

The senses, whose functions were interrupved during 
sleep, are equally incapable of acting at the approach 
of death. In the same manner the ideas becouie con- 
fused; we forget the objects which surround us; yea, we 
forget even ourselves! Probably, the momeut of our 
death may be as pleasant as the moment in which we 
begin to sleep. The convulsions of the dying often 
cause them as few disagreeable sensations as the grinding 
of the teeth. or snoring, cause to those who are asleep. —

directed and supported the pulsations of our heart, the 
circulation of our blood, and the motion of our muscles: 
the first sleep that had followed our birth,would have de- 
livered us into the hands of death. And if he had 
deprived us of the blessings of sleep, long ere this we 
should have lost bothstrength and life. Let us reflect at- 
tentively on all these things, andour hearts will point out 
fo us the duty we owe to our great Benefactor, Then, 
full of joy and gratitude, we shall bless the Lord, who 
proves himself to be our God im all the circumstances 
of life.
